Marcus Paul Dare, 37, archivist to 
the Buckinghamshire County Council 
was acquitted at Birmingham Assizes, 
when he , appeared on a charge of 
stealing a 14th-century Bible from 
Buckingham parish church. 


Among those who shook Dare by °' 
the hand after his acquittal was the | 
Vicar of Buckingham, the Rev. R. F. 
Bale, who had been one of. the wit- 
nesses for the prosecution. 


The case had first been tried at ; 
Warwick Assizes, where the jury fail- 
ed to agree. ; ‘ 


‘The prosecution stated that the . 
Bible, a 14th-century Vulgate, dis- 
appeared on May 5 shortly after a 
plain clothes policeman had seen 
Dare in the church where it was 
Kkept, Later it was-posted back to the’ 
Vicar by a man identified as Dare.. 


The defence was.that Dare, who 
had suffered from malaria, had a form 
of hysteria which. produced. “‘dissocia- 
tion of personality.” When in that 
state he was similar to a sleepwalker . 
and would not appreciate his’ actions.

WELSH BIBLE 
FETCHES 
“£145 _— 


People who possess old Bibles often 
imagine that, apart from the richness 
of reading, they own marketable 
treasures, forgetful that only the sur-. 
vivors of the first Gutenberg Bible, or 
the Family Bibles of great men of 
letters, are worth huge sums. 


It was therefore instructive to 
watch the course of the sale at Sothe- 
by’s yesterday when Sir Evan Davies 
Jones’s array of old Welsh Bibles ap- 
peared, A learned Welshman, William 
Salesbury, after four years’ toil in his 
fastness at Cae Du  Lilansannan, in 
Denbighshire, saw his monument of 
patient labour completed, the trans- 
lation into Welsh of the New Testa~ 
ment. 


Queen Elizabeth’s Parliament im- 
posed a time-limit of four years in 
1563. Salesbury fulfilled it. by see- 
ing his labours through the press for 
issue in 1567, © . : : 


There are about 50 copies: of this 
first edition in existence. The sur- 
vivor brought. by Sir Evan Davies 
Jones. bring £50 in the eighth Huth 
sale, 1919. Mr. Michelmore advanced 
this to £135, : 
Not until Armada year, 1588,‘ was 
entire Bible translated into 
Welsh, this time by William Morgen. 
Again, ‘the Davies Jones’ example was 
a Huth purchase, at £100 now in- 
creased to £145 (Robinson). ; 


Ten Shillings For A Dozen 


Lest owners. of any “old” Welsh 
Bibles consider | that they are har- 
bouring very valuable books, it should 
be mentioned that a second edition of 
the Welsh Bible, issued in 1620, was 
sold for £9 5s. and another for 24 
15s. As for the earliest so-called 
“popular” edition of the Bible, in the 
Welsh tongue, issued in 1630, two 
copies went.for £2 10s. ° ‘ 

Again, a 1647 New _Testament, in 
Welsh, -“published by and for Non- 
conformists,” fetched only £2. AN 
the foregoing were printed in Eng- 
land, but in 1770 a. Carmarthen 
worthy issued a Welsh Bible, for the 
first time, in. Wales. It: also-had:a 
commentary. A copy -of this brought

ENTRIES RECEIVED FOR THE Colony swimming 
championships having been eminently satisfactory, there is

It must be a source of keen satis- 
faction to the organisers. that Wilfred 
Lawrence, the finest drawing card in 
Hong Kong, will be defending most 
of his titles.
